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CASTRO HAS A LUNCHEON 
MEETING WITH PRESS IN 
NATIONAL CAPITAL TODAY

WASHINGTON (AP)—Prime Minister Fidel Castro, In 


the full uniform of his Cuban revolutionary army, today 
paid tribute to unknown warriors of the United States. 
Solemn faced, he laid a wreath of pink and white carna- 
tions and lilies at the foot of the tomb of the unknowns in 
Arlington National Cemetery. Instead of the usual open- 
necked shirt, Castro wore jacket, white shirt and black 
tie with no decorations.

says Fidel Castro.

Castro and 
Vice President 


Richard M. Nixon talked 
for 


two hours and 20 minutes at the 
Capitol Sunday night 
in 
a 


conference originally scheduled 
for 15 minutes. Neither disclos- 
ed what they talked about, but 
Castro described the meeting as 
very friendly. 


"This is a revolution," he 


told his 
television 
audience. 


"We have to attain many prob- 
lems. We are working. As many 
more people help us, the more 
we will be understood and the 
faster we can dissolve our prob- 
lems and the faster will be the 
election, ^ because we are most 
interested in them. 


"In the past the politician 


went through the country buy- 
ing votes, offering money to 
those who were unmeployed, of- 
fering a bed in the hospital, of- 
fering a place in the schools, 
offering to buy the vote. There 
was a lot of corruption. 


"Real democracy is not pos- 


sible over hungry people, be- 
cause corruption disrupts de- 
mocracy. Real democracy ought 
to be established with all over 
social Justice and employment 
for everybody." 


The bearded Cuban prime 


minister was asked during the 
interview when he intended to 
have an election in Cuba. 


"What we want," he said, "is 


to get as soon as possible a 
condition for a free election. It 
is not in any condition more 
than four years, in any condi- 
tion." 


As for where his heart lies 


in the struggle between com- 
munism 
and 
democracy, he 


said "really, same as democ- 
racy," He added "I am not a 
communist." 


He does 
not 
hav« 
many 


Communists in his government, 
but it is possible "that there be 
someone." 


Ike Appeals to 
Krush for End 
Talk Deadlock 


GENEVA (AP) — President 


Eisenhower has made a personal 
appeal to Soviet Premier Nikita 
Khrushchev to take the nuclear 
test suspension talks out of their 
present deadlock, it was disclosed 
here today. 


There was no indication of when 


the letter was written. The West- 
ern step - by - step proposal was 
made April 13 after Easter re- 
cess. 


Under this plan the three pow- 


ers would first stop nuclear tests 
on the surface of the earth, un- 
der water and in the atmosphere 
to a height of 31 miles. The prob- 
lem of banning underground and 
outer space blasts would be left 
for later negotiations. 


The disclosure of Eisenhower's 


personal appeal-came at a time 
when there was increasing specu- 
lation that the whole problem of 
a nuclear test ban might be 
taken up during the foreign min- 
isters conference opening in Gen- 
eva ,*on May 11. 


France is taking part in the for- 


eign ministers conference but is 
not represented in the nuclear test 
ban talks. 


Up to now Soviet delegate Sem- 


yon Tsarapltin has given a nega- 
tive response to the step-by-step 
proposal. He has clung to the posi- 
tion that agreement was still pos- 
sible in the three-power confer- 
ence for a suspension of all types 
of nuclear tests. 
Dalai Lama Said 
To Be Near One of 
Holiest

BENARES, India (AP) — The 


Dalai Lama today neared one of 
Buddhism's holiest shrines, the 
site where Buddha first preached 
after his enlightenment 2,500 years 
ago. 


The -23-year-old fugitive ruler of 


Tibet, himself considered a living 
Buddha by his followers, arrived 
at Benares and prepared for the 
pilgrimage to Sarnath, 7 miles 
away. 


A large crowd of Indian officials, 


Buddhists and lamas were on hand 
to greet the young god-king when 
his air-conditioned special train

Polaris Rocket 
Fired Today at 
Cape Canaveral 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. (AP) 


— The Navy's trouble-plagued 
Polaris test rocket rumbled aloft 
today. 


The 28-foot missile, that ulti- 


mately will be fired from ocean 
prowling 
nuclear 
submarines, 


gushed out a big trail of black 
smoke as it rose at~10:30 a.m. 


It was the first appearance of 


the Polaris at the cape since" Feb. 
27 when the trim rocket broke up 
shortly after liftoff. 


The Polaris is the same shape 


and size as the operational ver- 
sion. Today's was the sixth flight 
in seven months as a two-stage 
rocket. On the previous trips the 
missile exploded three times and 
fizzled in the sky on two other ef- 
forts. 


The solid-fuel rocket, crowned 


with a bright orange nose, left a 
black trail in its wake as it knifed 
through a thick bank of clouds.

Herter is scheduled to go before 


the Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee Tuesday. Speedy commit- 
tee approval and Senate confirma- 
tion of the nomination have been 
predicted. 


The President was reported well 


pleased by the reception of the 
Herter nomination, at home and 
abroad. 


In his first major assignment in 


the cabinet post, Herter will rep- 
resent the United States at a Par- 
is meeting of Western foreign 
ministers starting April 29. That 
group will go to Geneva May 11 
for conferences with the Soviet 
foreign minister in an effort to 
ease East-West tensions."

Iron Discipline 
Is Enforced in 
Montana Prison 


DEER LODGE, Mont. CAP)— 


Iron discipline behind their cell 
doors took the place of a 35-hour 
madness for 433 inmates of the 
Montana State Prison today. 


Armed 
National 
Guardsmen 


whose early morning blitz foiled 
a convict escape try and rescued 
21 hostages continued on duty. 


The soldiers and prison guards 


began a search of the prisoners 
Saturday, within hours after the 
uprising was quelled. Two convict 
ringleaders died in the furious ac- 
tion which ended the worst prison 
incident in years. A deputy warden 
was slain late Thursday. 


Warden Floyd E. Powell ordered 


the convicts to their cells, with- 
out privileges, they are being giv- 
en sandwiches and coffee in their 
cells. 


Powell said he expects to con- 


duct extensive convict interviews 
to pinpoint the cause of the vio- 
lence that began last Thursday. 


An estimated 15 convicts were 


said by officials to have planned 
and executed the revolt. Warden 
Powell described the rebellion it- 
seuf as a clever cover for the pris- 
onrs' efforts to tunnel to safety— 
an effort that failed when the dig- 
gers ran into an underground con- 
crete slab. 


The troublemakers, Powell said, 


have been isolated. They were giv- 
en a change of prison clothes, a 
bucket and a mattress.

Miss Crawford found him dead 


in bed about 9:30 a.m. He had 
gone to bed around midnight, com- 
menting he felt unusually tired.

In 10 years with Pepsi-Cola, 


Steele introduced radical changes 
that tripled sales. He was board 
chairman and executive officer of 
Pepsi-Cola at his death. 


Slcele and Miss Crawford eloped 


in May 1955. She described their 
marriage as more exciting than 
some of her screen roles. It was 
his third and her fourth. 


After the marriage, Joan, now 


51, dropped her career and shared 
his life as a busy executive.

22 DEAD AND

LA PAZ. Bolivia (AP) — The 


leader of Sunday's short-lived re- 
volt committed suicide after his 
rightist uprising was crushed, the 
government announced today. At 
least 22 persons were slain, and 
more than 50 wore wounded in the 
course of 
I he attempted coup. 


The government of tins poverty- 


plagued nation said Oscar Unzaga 
de la Vega, head of the Falange 
party, took his life Sunday night in 
a house in the outskirts of this 
capital in which he had hidden. 
His bodyguard, Juan Gallardo, 
also shot himself to death, the gov- 
ernment announcement said. 


President llcrnan Silcs Suazo 


announced the defeat of members 
of the Falange party who tried to 
seize 
I he city hall Sunday, at- 


tacked an army barracks and 
marched on the government radio 
station and municipal offices. 


Government forces broke up the 


attacks and then began a cleanup 
of Falangist rebels. 


Many of {lie wounded were re- 


ported to be bystanders caught in 
the crossfire between government 
forces and insurgents. 


Two insurgent leaders were cap- 


tured: Rafael Loayza, a retired 
colonel, and Luis Saenz. 


A government radio station said 


Siles had declared a state of siege 
—modified martial law—through- 
out the country. 


There were no reports of trouble 


outside of La Paz. The govern- 
ment said it held control of all 
provincial capitals. Official re- 
ports from Cochabamba and Oru- 
ro said peasants and workers had 
joined the government militia in 
controlling those cities.

ALGIERS (AP)—Voting in Al- 


geria's week-long municipal elec- 
tions limped along today with reb- 
el threats and attacks keeping the 
turnout small. 


Unofficial reports said at least 


16 persons had been killed and 
nearly 70 wounded so far by rebel 
terrorists seeking to sabotage the 
voting ordered by the French. 


The voting began Sunday. In the 


city of Algiers, 45 per cent of 
those eligible balloted. In the 
countryside — where the French 
army is in direct control—some 
60 per cent braved the threat of 
rebel reprisal. 


Early returns from three wards 


in Algiers gave a lead to an ex- 
treme right wing faction favoring 
Algerian integration with France 
and an end to the government of 
President Charles de' Gaulle. 


Although only municipal offices 


are at stalte, the campaign cen- 
tered on a struggle between back- 
ers and opponents of de Gaulle.

Wet, Stormy, Cool Weather

Wet, stormy and cool weather 


prevailed across most of the east- 
tern half of the country today. A 
spring storm in the Rockies and 
northern plains appeared tapering 
off. 


Heavy snows and unseasonable 


cold spread over Colorado and 
Wyoming. Snow at Pinedale, Wyo., 
measured 13% inches. The snow- 
fall tapered off over southern 
Iowa, South Dakota and Nebraska. 


New morning snow, much of it 


melting as it hit the ground, spat- 
tered northern Illinois and Indiana 
and southern Michigan. The snow, 
mixed with rain, was expected to 
move eastward into the mountains 
of Pennsylvania and New York. 


Temperatures edged to the mid- 


winter 
range 
in 
the Central 


Rockies. Leadville, Colo., had an 
early morning low of 10 above 


zero, coldest in the nation. 


The major wet belt extended 


from the central Rockies eastward 
to the Atlantic Coast and south- 
ward into the lower Mississippi 
Valley. Thunderstorms, hail and 
strong winds hit Missouri and ex- 
treme northern Arkansas and 
headed into southern Illinois and 
western sections of Kentucky and 
Tennessee. 


Showers were reported in scat- 


tered areas south and southwest- 
ward through the lower Mississip- 
pi Valley and parts of eastern Tex- 
as, throughout the Ohio Valley and 
into the middle Atlantic Coast 
states. Scattered 
showers also 


sprinkled areas along the East 
Coast to eastern Florida.

Control Insects -on 


Strawberries 


Size, quality, and yield of 


strawberries 
can be 
greatly 


improved by controlling spittle- 
bugs and other insects that at- 
tack the plants early in the 
season, 
says 
Aast. 
County 


Agent, Elaine Schlosser. The 
yield of berries may be in- 
creased as much as 30 per cent 
when an insecticide is properly 
applied. 


The 
tiny, 
orange-colored 


nymphs of the spittlebug start 
appearing around the crown of 
the plant about the time the 
plants are starting to bloom. A 
very close examination is neces- 
sary to detect them when they 
first appear. A few days later, 
small particles of foamy-like 
spittle shows on the stems and 
leaves. As the nymphs grow in 
size, they become greenish-yel- 
low in color and the 
spittle 


mass, which surrounds them, 
increases in size. They usually 
complete their development in 
June. 


Adult spittlebugs are mottled 


brown, wedge-shaped 
hoppers, 


which are slightly larger than 
a grain of wheat. They Jump 
like a frog and are often called 
"frog-hoppers." Proper time to 
apply an insecticide is just after 
the young hatch 
and before 


much spittle appears on the 
plant. Generally, good control 
is-obtained by applying 
the 


treatment as first normal blos- 
soms appear. 


For small 
plantings, 
your 


farm agent suggests mixing 2 
tablespoons of either 46 pe? cent 
chlordane or 2 E heptachlor 
emulsion In 1 gallon of water. 
Spray the plants at the time 
mentioned above, using at least 
1 gallon of spray to each 25 to 
30 feet of row. 


For large plantings use either 


1 quart of 46 per cent chlordane 
or 2 E heptachlor emulsion in 
100 gallons of water. Do a good 
job of spraying for best results. 


A 5 per cent chlordane or 2*4 


per 'cent heptachlor dust may 
be substituted for the sprays. 
Large plantings will need 30 to 
40 pounds of dust per acre. 
Small plantings use 4 ounces of 
dust to each 30 feet of row.
